—The terms and conditions governing the issuance of import 
licences for Private Sector and Public Sector under the Fourth Danish Loan, 1972” as 
given in Appendix I and II to this Public Notice are notified for the information of the 
trade. 
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Appendix I 

C&nditions for Licensing Private Sector Inyports under the Fourth Danish 

Loan, 1972 

The licence will be issued with a validity period of twelve months but firm orders on 
C.I.F./C, & Iv. basis must be placed on the Danish Suppliers and, copies of the same 
furnished to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Afiairs within fcur monlhs 
from the date of issue of the import licence. In cases where orders have not been 
placed within the period four months, the licensees should apply to the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports for suitable extension in fhe period of ordering giving 
adequate justification for delay in placing orders. Such requests will be considered 
on merits by Chief Controller of Imports and Exports in consultation with Ministry of 
Finance, (Deptt, of Economic Afiairs). However, no import licence shall be made 
valid or revalidated beyond the 31st December, 1974, The licence codes “S” and "BB” 
should be indicated in the first and second suffix after the licence number. The correct 
licence code should be used in all the shipping documents as well as in the "S” form 
tequired to be furnished to the Indian Rank at the time of rupee deposits. 


2, Only goods of Danish origin as per USt at Annexure I are eligible for being financed 
under this loan. The minimum value of a contract to be eligible for financing under 
this loan is Danish Kroner 50,000 in respect ctf Capital Equipment and/Danish Kroner 
25,000 in respect of spares. 


3. The licence will not be valid for remittances from India. Payments to the Danish 
Suppliers can be made only ,-in accordance with, tlje procedure set forth in paragraphs 
6-10 below. 


4. The contract of .supply, between the Indian importer aPd the Danish Suppliers 
should provide for the import being financed out of the Fourth Danish Loan in accor¬ 
dance with the procedures., set forth in. thqsc licensing conditions, upd should also be 
made subject to approval by the Government of India. Importers should lake special 
care to inform the Suppliers about this condition and also incorporate a clause to this 
effect in the Supply contract. Moreover approved orders should not be cancelled without 
prior concurrenop,-of‘the Ministry qf.'Finapce Department ofvBcororuic {Mffiirs.. 


N.B._Licences issued before the Credit Agreement between Government of India and 

Denmark for 1972 is signed will be subject to the following further conditions:—

7. On receipt of the copies of the contract/supply order, the Bank Guarantee and the 
information required in paragraph 6 above, the Department of Economic Affairs will for¬ 
ward a copy of the contract to the Danish authorities through Embassy of Tndia in 
Denmark. A Letter df Authority to the Denmarks National Bank (in the form nt 
Annexore-II) authorising payment to the suppliers against shipping documents will be issued 
-only after the Danish approval to the contract has been received.
